1. KOSYGIN STRESSES DESIRE FOR CLOSER US- USSR ECONOMIC TIES 

PREMIER KOSYGIN STRESSED TO EX- IM BANK CHAIRMAN KEARNS ON 
MARCH 30 THE SOVIET UNION’ S DESIRE FOR INCREASED ECON- 
OMIC RELATIONS WITH THE US, EMBASSY MOSCOW REPORTS. 
KOSYGIN NOTED THAT CONFIDENCE BETWEEN THE TWO NATIONS IS 
GROWING AND OBSERVED THAT THE USSR IS NOT INTERESTED IN 
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MONETARY CHAOS. HE EMPHASIZED HIS COUNTRY' S INTEREST IN
